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University and residents resolve 
conflict over Newton Place

Residents of Newton Place have 
voted to accept the University's 
latest offer of rent reduction ending 
a month-long dispute over con- 
struction in the building. 

Last Thursday, 225 of the resi- 
dence’s tenants voted 75 per cent 
in favour of accepting Housing and 
Food Services’ offer. 

The new arrangement consists 
of 50 per cent rent rebates for 
September through November and 
30 per cent for December on the 
floors with the most disruption. 
Floors with less disruption will 
receive a 45 per cent remittance. 

The deal also includes a rent 
freeze for all returning students, 
guaranteed study space and free- 
dom to move out at any time 
without notice during construction, 
which is expected to be finished by 
Christmas. 

The episode has resulted in the 
formation of a tenants’ coalition 
for the building, which will be 
writing a constitution and register- 
ing with the Students’ Union soon. 
“We want to make sure nothing 


like this ever happens again,” said 
Tanya Spencer, President of the 
Residence Hall Association. Every 
tenant in the building will be a 
member of the coalition. 

Spencer alleges that Housing and 
Food Services originally proposed 
a five per cent rent increase to ten- 
ants of every other residence, but 
it has been raised by 0.6 per cent to 
pay for the Newton Place tenants’ 
compensation. 

Nazim Merali, Associate Vice- 
President (Finance) for the 
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Newton Place construction caused students to demand rent cuts. 


University, denied the allegation. 
“The only thing [the compensation 
losses] do is rearrange plans for 
capital replacement; we have to 
look at re-sourcing work,” he said. 

Merali claimed that he is 
unaware of any increases being 
made to cover the cost of the 
Newton Place compensation, but 
that the amount of rent increases 
is still in negotiation. 

Newton Place residents will be 
immune to any increases, due the 
rent-freeze clause in their settlement.

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Rape drug 
prevention 
researched 
in Canada’s 
universities 


Post-secondary 
students invent anti- 
Rohypnol devices

Canadian university students 
have recently invented several anti- 
rape-drug products. 

Last summer, close to 1000 stu- 
dents applied for 500 positions 
at nine Canadian university cam- 
puses to create a product. 

Each campus was divided into 
four teams with one chosen to rep- 
resent the campus at a national 
competition called SHAD. 

The McMaster and Lakewood 
campuses created products that 
pertain to the surge of Rohypnol 
use in campus bars. 

Rohypnol, a drug causing the 
user to fall unconscious, has been 
linked to rapes in campuses across 
North America. 

Last year, the Gateway reported 
that it may have been used in Lister 
Hall. 

The McMaster product is a dou- 
ble-lid system that prevents the 
drug from entering a person's 
drink. Called the “lockup,” the edge 
of the cup’s outer layer has a small 
slit in it. 

The apparatus is enough to drink 
from, but small enough to mini- 
mize access. The inner lid has a 
similar opening. By twisting both 
openings, the user prevents access 
to the drink altogether. 

Clement Ma, co-leader of the 
McMaster team, said their product 
is very effective. “There's nothing 
like this on the market. ... If some- 
one does drop a drug into your 
drink, [the Lockup] will catch it—it 
prevents exposure to the drug.” 

Lakewood created a date-rape 
indicator enclosed in a necklace 
called "Minerva." 

The students’ invention allows 
women to place droplets of their 
drinks on paper that will indicate if 
Rohypnol is present in the drink. 

Lakewood's co-leader’s could not 
be contacted for further comment 
on the product. 

Ma said the main difficulty will be 
getting the word out about their prod- 
uct. “Our company plan was to start 
at three bars and get the idea out. 
Then we could move on to Hamilton, 
Toronto, and the rest of Canada.” 

Both products are still in the 
beginning stages. It will take spon- 
sorship of some type to make the 
products a reality. 

“It's important [for students], so 
I hope someone takes it and runs 
with it,” Ma said.

MONTREAL (CUP) — Diplomats 
and dignitaries packed Notre- 
Dame Basilica in Old Montreal 
today for the funeral of former 
Prime Minister Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau. 

While RCMP officers in scarlet 
tunics carried the maple-leaf 
draped casket, honorary pall- 
bearers included former U.S. pres- 
ident Jimmy Carter, Cuban leader 
Fidel Castro and singer-songwriter 
Leonard Cohen. 

The most dramatic moments of 
the two-hour Roman Catholic 
ceremony came during the eulo- 
gies from Trudeau's friends and 
family. 

Roy Heenan, a founding partner 
in the law firm that employed 
Trudeau, spoke at length about 
Trudeau as a caring friend and 
father. 

"It has been said that Pierre 
Trudeau was aloof and distant,” 
Heenan said. “That wasn’t the 
Pierre Trudeau that I knew. He was 
a caring and kind man." 

Hennan also stressed that the 
vision that Trudeau articulated for 
Canada showed no signs of dim- 
ming. 

"I am told that Pierre Trudeau 
died last Thursday,” Heenan said. 
"The man may have, but the ideas 
will live on. He created and artic- 
ulated a vision of this country 
that resonates in the hearts of its 
people, and defended it both rea- 
sonably and passionately.” 

The emotional peak of the cer- 
emony transpired during Justin 
Trudeau's eulogy for his father. He 
spoke hesitantly, but with convic- 
tion, about his father’s sense of 


duty and love for his children. 
“Many say that he didn’t suffer 
fools gladly. But I'll have you know 
that he had infinite patience with 
us," said Trudeau's oldest son while

his mother Margaret and brother 
Sacha looked on from the front 
pew. 

Trudeau said that his father’s 
belief in Canada stemmed from 
his belief in the individual, and 
the individuals who poured their 
hearts out in the past four days 
prove that his belief was well- 
placed. 

"This is not the end. He left poli- 
tics in‘84. He came back for Meech. 
He came back for Charlottetown. 
He came back to remind us [of] 
who we are and what we are capa- 
ble of. Now it's up to us. It’s up to 
all of us now." 

The funeral was attended by 
Prime Minister Chrétien, Governor 
General Adrienne Clarkson and 
economic philospher John Raulston 
Saul, Quebec Premier Lucien 
Bouchard, the entire Chretien cab- 
inet, Opposition leader Stockwell 
Day, Preston Manning, former 
Ontario Premier Bob Rae, and 
many provincial premiers. 


Lubicon demonstrate on 
Parliament Hill for land rights

Lubicon natives and their sup- 
porters gathered last Tuesday in 
front of Parliament Hill to protest 
a sixty-year delay in the establish- 
ment of land rights agreed by the 
federal government. 

The Lubicon have been fighting 
for reserve lands around Lubicon 
Lake which were allegedly prom- 
ised in 1939, but have never been 
received. The current round of 
negotiations have been underway 
since July of 1998. 

Ed Bianchi, National Coordinator 
for the Aboriginal Rights Coalition, 
said that the Alberta Lubicon are 
living in third-world conditions, 
with no running water and over- 
crowded, sub-standard housing. 

Ten years ago, Bianchi said, the 
Lubicon suffered the worst out- 
break of tuberculosis in Canada 
since World War II. As a result, 
the Canadian government has been 
criticised for breaches of human 
rights by the international com- 
munity, most notably the United 
Nations. 

Right now, land rights negotia- 
tions involve ongoing discussions 
around costs and responsibility for 
the reserve lands. 

Once negotiations have con- 
cluded, development of the reserve 
will be managed by the Lubicon, 
with the federal government fund- 
ing construction and job creation. 
Once the reserve has been con- 
structed, it will substantially raise 
the standard of living for the 
Lubicon, said Bianchi. “It will ele- 
vate the Lubicon from sub-stan- 
dard living conditions to ones we as 
non-aboriginal middle-class take 
for granted.” 

The Lubicon claim to land around 
their traditional home, north-east 
of Peace river, is only one of one 
hundred native land claims the fed- 
eral government is currently deal- 
ing with. 

“We want to resolve this land 
claim, but they're complicated mat-

ters,” said Glenn Luff, a spokesper- 
son for Indian and Northern Affairs 
Canada. 

"In return for a 254 square km 
reserve,” said Bianchi, “we're will- 
ing to give [the government] legal 
access to 10 000 square km. That's 
not anything near to an unreason- 
able deal.” 

The federal government must 
negotiate with the province as well 
as the Lubicon on issues of com- 
pensation. Luff is hopeful that dis- 
cussions will be concluded soon, 
and he reported that Indian Affairs 
minister Robert Nalt is very opti- 
mistic. 

Nalth has not been to see the 
Lubicon on the land, but Luff said 
that former minister Jane Stewart 
visited the lake in June 1999. 
"The Lubicon live on very resource- 
rich land," said Bianchi. “Ask your- 
self if that’s an issue.” 

The federal government has 
made a request that the Lubicon 
give up treaty rights as a condition 
of the settlement, which the group 
is not ready to do. 

“We're not willing to play the gov- 
ernment’s racist game, and we're 
still waiting,” said Bianchi.

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Canada faces med student shortage

According to a recent study, 
Canadian medical schools are 
graduating 600 to 700 fewer doctors 
annually than are required to fill 
the current needs of the Canadian 
population. 

Lorne Tyrell, Dean of the Faculty 
of Medicine and Dentistry thinks 
the solution is to increase the 
number of places available for med- 
ical students. 

“With the current number of stu- 
dents, the number of physicians in 
Canada will drop to 53 753 by 2021. 
That's a ratio of one physician for 
every 720 Canadians,” he said. 

According to a study conducted 
by the Society for Rural Physicians 
of Canada, for every 19 Canadian 
medical graduates who move to the 
United States, only one American 
moves north of the border. 

"Alberta has to do everything 
possible to make the province a 
place where doctors will want to 
live and work ona long-term basis,” 
said Dyna Leighton-Lane of the 
Medical Students’ Association. 

She added that “recruiters from 
the States are doing exactly that 
to motivate Canadian doctors to 
leave." 

Tyrell also emphasized that 
retiring physicians greatly 
increase the demand for doctors. 
Although the U of A received 
funding for 20 new undergraduate 
spaces this fall, Tyrell believes 
more are needed. 

"Increasing the number of seats 
available for medical school is 
the most practical, long-term solu- 
tion since there are more qualified 
applicants than there are spaces,” 
he said. Tyrell would like to see 


at least 200 new undergraduate 
spaces across Canada by next fall. 

Alberta Health spokesperson 
David Bray emphasized that there 
has been an 41 per cent increase 
in the number of physicians in 
Alberta since 1995, which is three 
times the national average. 

Technological aids have also 
been implemented to improve the 
quality of care. "We've added tele- 
health in a number of communi- 
ties across Alberta, which helps 
doctors and patients get a second 
opinion from doctors working else- 
where in the province, and house- 
bound or immobilized patients get 
regular consultations with a 
doctor,” he explained. 

This fall, the Health Ministry of 
Ontario introduced a rebate plan 
to encourage doctors graduating 
from Ontario universities to work 
in underserviced areas. 

For the minimum of a three year 
commitment, and a maximum of 
four years, newly graduated doc- 
tors choosing to participate in the 
rebate plan would receive $410 000 
per year. 

The rebate plan has been criti- 
cized for the low amount it provides 
in comparison to tuition costs. 
Bray did not see any similar rebate 
offer in the works in this province 
to retain doctors. 

“It is the decision of individual 
Health Authorities to implement 
strategies to attract doctors to 
underserviced areas,” Bray said. 

Don Chadsey, Deputy Registrar 
of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, sees funding for addi- 
tional medical students as a ques- 
tion that requires the provincial 
government to be clear on its pri- 
orities. 

"It is an important problem in 
resource planning,” he said. “The

lag time between entering medi- 
cal school and actually receiving a 
license to practice is ten to fifteen 
years. Decisions made in either 
direction [to fund more places for 
medical students or not] will be felt 
in the long-term." 

Alberta Learning spokesperson 
Randy Kilburn says Alberta is 
responding to these concerns by 
increasing the number of seats for 
training health care professionals 
by over 500 spaces in 44 post-sec- 
ondary institutions this September. 
"This includes physiotherapists, 
chiropractors, nurses and alter- 
native medicine practitioners,” he 
said. 

In all, over 2400 new student 
spaces in the health care profes- 
sions have been created in Alberta 
this year. Tyrell believes this is 
progressive but thinks more post- 
graduate positions need to be made 
available in Canada. 

"Doctors need support staff to 
do their jobs, but we also need to 
add around 20 more spots for post- 
graduate training, so that we can 
attract Canadian doctors training 
abroad back,” he said. 


National literacy organization 


is recruiting

Frontier College, a national liter- 
ary organization, is looking for vol- 
unteers to help staff a 104 year old 
educational tradition. 

The organization traces its roots 
to the late 1800s, when tutors would 
accompany workers who were build- 
ing the railroad, working side-by- 
side during the day and teaching 
them to read and write by night. 

Today, the tradition continues. 
Recently, tutors have traveled to 
migrant worker camps, working 
alongside, getting paid a migrant- 
worker wage and teaching English 
in their spare time. 

One tutor recently spent some 
time with a group of Guatemalan 
workers in Manitoba, learning their 
native language at the same time. 

Students for Literacy, an on-cam- 
pus organization which is affili- 
ated with Frontier College, takes 
an approach that is a little closer 
to home. 

“Our mandate is to improve adult 
literacy," said Karen Goudie, coor- 
dinator of Students for Literacy on 
campus. "We want to get as many 
people as we can reading and writ- 
ing better.” 

The group’s funding comes from 
the National Literary Board, but 
private donations also play an 
important role. Last year, Human 
Resources and. Development 


Canada approved a $45 million 
dollar grant for Frontier College, 
money that will go towards improv- 
ing and expanding the capacity 
of the program. The plan is to 
establish a literacy organization on 
every campus in Canada; so far, 
there are 34 such organizations on 
all the major campuses in Canada. 

Students for Literacy focuses on 
three groups of learners: those with 
developmental disabilities, students 
whose second language is English, 
and people with low literacy skills. 

“We train volunteers for one-on- 
one tutoring," explained Goudie. 

Training takes place over a week- 
end, where volunteers are taught 
some of the basic skills involved in 
becoming a tutor, including how to 
make a plan with the learner. 

“Everything is  learner-cen- 
tered,” said Goudie. “We make the 
game plan based on what the stu- 
dent needs.” 

Goudie also recognizes the chal- 
lenge many people with low liter- 
acy face in coming to get help. 

"You have to be really brave," 
said Goudie. “It takes a lot of intel- 
ligence to get as far as people do 
without literacy skills.” 

There will be an orientation ses- 
sion for any potential volunteers 
to ask questions on 19 and 20 
October at 4:30pm by the Student 
Groups office in the basement of 
SUB. Training for new tutors runs 
on 28 and 29 October.

Sun article riles Students’ Union

An article making false claims 
about the Students’ Union appeared 
in the Edmonton Sun on 26 
September. 

The article, written by Sun 
reporter David Carrigg, quoted SU 
VP (External) Naomi Agard, or at 
least appeared to do so. 

"He exaggerated, misquoted, he 
blew it all out of context," said 
Agard. 

Agard received a phone call from 
Carrigg on 25 September. He asked 
her several questions, including a 
single question about the manda- 
tory student bus pass, and she 
promised to get back to him the 
next day. : 

However, the next day, Agard 


found the article already in the 
Sun. 

"I said very little about the man- 
datory bus passes in that inter- 
view,” said Agard. "So little, in fact, 
that I have no idea where he's 
coming from.” 

Carrigg reported that Agard 
“slammed Edmonton Transit’s plan 
to introduce compulsory transit 
fees into students’ overall tuition 
fees.” Agard stated that the 
Students’ Union has not yet taken a 
stance on the plan, as all data col- 
lected on student opinion is thus 
far inconclusive and reveals the 
student opinion to be split half- 
and-half on the issue. 

Carrigg also wrote, “Agard ... 
fired off a letter to the Edmonton 
transit system advisory board." 

"Tnever wrote a letter, and I don't 


know where he got that idea,” said 
Agard. When she phoned Carrigg, 
he promised to fax her a copy of 
the letter. 

The next time she tried to con- 
tact Carrigg, she was told that 
Carrigg was no longer with the Sun, 
because he had been transferred. 
He now works for the Vancouver 
Courier, a thrice-weekly newspa- 
per that specializes in investiga- 
tive journalism. 

“He took off to Vancouver and 
left me completely stranded with 
this misinformation,” said Agard. 
"That article does not reflect U of 
A students’ point of view, it does 
not reflect my point of view, and 
he misquoted me. He took me com- 
pletely out of context, and he put 
some extremely wrong information 
in that article.” 


CJSR FunDrive raises major change

CJSR’s “Radio for Change” 
FunDrive generated a lot of change. 
About $80 000 worth. 

At the end of the FunDrive, the 
total number was around $79 150, 
but donations have kept coming in. 

The FunDrive was held earlier 
than usual this year. This places 
it before the CKUA fund-raiser in 
October. 

Also, said program manager 
Daryl Richel, “Students aren't as 
busy and their bank accounts are 
more flush.” 

"It's about keeping the station on 
the air,” said Richel. “The FunDrive 
is a big promotion of the station, 
and we have to cover the costs. The 
cost for this FunDrive was more 
than any other FunDrive." 

Some of the larger expenses this 
year included renting the space in 
HUB, paying for the on-air give- 
aways, and replacing equipment. 

Since the FunDrive ended, pledg- 


ers have been paying their dona- 
tions in a slow trickle, Richel said. 

Administrative manager Doug 
Tokaryk expects to see about 80 
per cent of the pledged fees paid. 
"That's a pretty typical number for 
drives,” he said. 

Last year, the profits from 
FunDrive 1999 were put toward 
setting up the station to broadcast 
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$80 000 will keep records spinning at CJSR, thanks to listener pledges.

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EDITORIAL 
SU policy on supplements reeks like Klein 


The middle of this newspaper 
is an eight-page supplement, pur- 
chased by the Students’ Union, high- 
lighting the Week of Welcome. Much 
to the chagrin of the Gateway's 
staff, that supplement replaces the 
colour spread that regularly runs 
in the centre of the paper. 

The supplement provides an 
abundance of thanks to WOW's 
sponsors. This is fine; sponsors are 
an important part of many service- 
oriented activities these days, since 
funding is understandably scarce. 

What is troubling, however, is the 
SU's insistence that this supple- 
ment, and possibly others hereaf- 
ter, must run in the centre pages 
of the paper so that you can easily 
remove them for later use. While 
this may be a desirable feature, it 
in no way balances the effect on our 
readership. It is our job to ensure 
that this paper is as attractive and 
readable as possible, and the place- 
ment of these supplements signifi- 
cantly hinders our work. 

This is not an uncommon phe- 
nomenon; the SU has repeatedly 
cut funding to certain services 
while throwing money at areas that 
need none. Consider the $45 000 
that the SU spent on redesigning 
its website, or the $6000 in raises 
which Students’ Council approved 
for the SU executive, whose sal- 
aries are now two-thirds greater 
than those of the Gateway editors. 


So now the SU demands that its 
supplements, which are not part of 
the editorial content of this paper 
and thus arguably out of my pur- 
view, must occupy the space where 
that colour would normally run. 
We can still run as many pages, 
but we must render all of them in 
the same dull tones of grey. This, 
they say, is the nature of adver- 
tising: something is taken away 
from us, and in exchange, we get 
money to support the paper. The 
difference here is that supplements 
generate so little revenue that we 
cannot make up for what we lose. 

I would hope that the editorial 
content of this newspaper is of more 
worth than the SU’s propaganda. If 
that is not true, then there is little 
reason for this publication to exist. 
The reality is that this is another 
all-too-common occasion when the 
SU has sacrificed one of its services 
in the interest of pinching pennies. 
In this, the SU is paralleling the 
actions of the same provincial gov- 
ernment which it spends so many 
resources in battling. What use is 
money to an organization which 
has decided that spending is unde- 
sirable? What use is a newspaper 
where editorial copy is of allegedly 
less value than advertising?

Most of Edmonton's malls are 
now, commendably, smoke-free. 
But smoking affects non-smokers 
in ways other than direct inhala- 
tion of vile, carcinogenic fumes. 
We lose loved ones to cancer, pay 
taxes for expensive medical treat- 
ments, and get shafted as co-work- 
ers spend half the day on “smoke 
breaks." I don't blame smokers, no 
honest person who has smoked for 
more than a year is truly happy 
that they smoke. 

Besides, most start young, and 
addiction sets in fast. Clearly, the 
smoking issue is a social problem 
that affects everyone, and we need 
more creative ways of dealing with 
it. Anti-smoking lobby groups have 
always had image problems that 
make smoking cooler by compari- 


son. Most of us remember sitting 
through assemblies in junior high, 
listening to 34-year old virgins tell 
us how smoking, along with booze, 
drugs and even sex is bad for us. 

Not that the new anti-smoking 
campaigns are any better. The gov- 
ernment has recently demanded 
that cigarettes be sold in packs of 
50 and 100 to allow enough sur- 
face area for their new, bigger- 
than-ever health-related warning 
labels. 

Health warnings mean that 
smoking contains an element of 
risk, a sure sell for drifting teen- 
agers who want to convince others 
that they aren't afraid of anything. 
The old tactics have clearly failed 
us, and so we need to start over. 

The first step is transforming the 
image of smoking itself. Dredge up 
all of the lame commercials with 
dorky kids convincing sheepish 
smokers to “butt out” and “break 
free." Keep the cheap, gimpy atmo- 
sphere of the old commercials, but 
film real teens at West Edmonton 
Mall (the only mall in the city where 
kids can still smoke) in all of their 
insecure, acne-riddled glory, smok- 
ing and bragging to their friends 
about swiping the new Limp Bizkit

CD from HMV. Show winter scenes 
with mobs of people huddled in 
tiny alcoves frantically trying to 
get their lighter working with frigid 
blue fingers. Reality works far 
better than government-funded 
poster contests. 

If reality isn't enough—and it 
won't be, since tobacco companies 
spend millions on slick ad cam- 
paigns that effectively distort real- 
ity—then bring in the big guns. 
Force cigarette companies to put 
“hip” slogans like “Light up your 
life!” or “If you don't like it, kiss my 
BUTT!" on packages instead of inef- 
fective medical warnings. Make 
the Macarena or the Safety Dance 
compulsory background music of 
all television ads. The only sure-fire 
way to prevent kids from smoking 
is to create ads so lame that entire 
grade nine classes will refuse to 
light up. 

Class action and government 
lawsuits might be on their way to 
crippling the industry, but per- 
sonally, I think it would be more 
fun—and efficient—to throw big 
tobacco to the mercy of the adver- 
tising genius who put Eaton's out 
of business. Picture it: Smoking ... 
Diversity ... Whatever.

“My car worked, which is a 


bonus,” comments local folk singer/songwriter 
Joel Kroeker on his smoothly executed trip to Saska- 
toon this past weekend (28 September to 1 October). 
A functioning car wasn’t the only thing working in his 
favor, but rubbing elbows with the best of the best at 
the annual Prairie Awards turned things up a notch, 
too. 

The Prairie Awards are the music industry’s awards 
for Canada’s three land-locked provinces. Kroeker 
was a presenter, and host of the final portion of the 
event, in addition to being nominated. 

On that note, Kroeker was nominated for Outstand- 
ing Songwriter of the Year, alongside big names like 
Jann Arden, Chantal Kreviazuk, lan Tyson and McMas- 
ter & James. Kroeker didn’t receive the award,losing 
to Jann Arden. Kroeker defends that being nominated 
was enough of a thrill in any case.

“This is probably the biggest award I’ve been nomi- 
nated for! | still don’t know how | got nominated, 
especially after | found out that there were the most 
submissions for that category. The weird and oddest 
thing was that they play a bit of your song when they 
say your name during the presenting, and when mine 
came up, nobody knew what it was! It was really a 
big honour being grouped in that category.” 

In addition to the awards ceremony, Kroeker took 
part in songwriting seminars, industry-related con- 
ferences and showcasing. At the singing/songwriting 
seminar, he did a session with The Cowboy Junkies, 
along with passing around songs and workshopping 
them. “The Cowboy Junkies were fantastic and amaz- 
ing, and [lead singer] Margo Timmins could basically 
sing a phone book.” 

Currently Kroeker is finishing his thesis for his Mas- 
ter’s in ethnomusicology here at the University of 
Alberta. “My studies are focused on western Cana- 
dian singer/songwriters. I’m treating them as a tribe 
and doing it as a cultural study.” 

After finishing a Bachelor of Music at the University 
of Manitoba, he found that his interest was not nec- 
essarily in classical composition. Kroeker’s graduate 
studies reflect his musical culture and the peers that 
he works with. Kroeker added that his research is 
more fun than work: “I love getting backstage at all 
the festivals and just working through the artists. It’s 
a really good way of learning tons and tons of things 
about the industry formally and informally—by being 
able to interview artists with my own questions.” 

Folk music occupies most of his time, although he 
admits that he should be working on trying to finish- 
ing his thesis. He recently signed a publishing deal 
with Bryce Moor Music, run by Larry LeBlanc, the 
Canadian editor for Billboard magazine. 

“Because I’m not particularly well-known, LeBlanc 
will be able to do [the] networking | usually do 


myself, on a higher level—because he’s extremely 
connected.” Kroeker explained how this publishing is 
a substantial move because it serves as a vehicle to 
generate royalties from the songs. 

“’m going to be doing co-writing with Great Big Sea 
and he’s going to fly me out to Newfoundland and 
everything!” Kroeker will also be appearing at the 
Sidetrack later this year with Stochansky, the drum- 
mer for Ani DiFranco. 

In terms of musical turning points and new direc- 
tions, Kroeker had his epiphany after completing his 
first degree. “| was doing a lot of avant-garde work 
that wasn’t going to do much for my career or make 
much money. | found myself moving towards the pop/ 
folk vein, and then | moved to Edmonton. That’s 
when things started to turn around. | started to real- 
ize | could make a living out of this and then it just 
exploded and went all over the place!” 

Although formally trained in the classical ways of 
guitar and voice, Kroeker has been writing for only 
two years—when he won a local singer/songwriter 
competition. This gave Kroeker the opportunity to 
finally get some recording time and funds so that he 
could finish his first album, Naive Bohemian, released 
last year. “It just became liquid once | started writing. 
It felt as though it was what | was always looking for, 
but | just didn’t know.” 

Kroeker is humble despite his achievements and 
enjoys that attitude. “It’s all relative. | can’t get impa- 
tient or greedy about it. And when | focus on the 
music, it’s not really hard, it’s a joy to do. The song- 
writing is what | really enjoy—the other stuff is just 
a means to an end. It’s cathartic and sometimes 
doesn’t work out as well as other times, but when it 
does, it’s transformational.” 

You can catch Kroeker and the Prairie Awards on 
CBC at 7:00pm on 20 October and on MuchMusic 
later this month.

Quad Activities is a difficult task, since it requires 
activities that grab and hold students attention, yet 
require only scant minutes and few people to 
complete. Through these events, we aim to increase 
involvement in university, hype the Students’ Union, 
and entertain some students. We had some pretty 
stiff competition from beer gardens, but this year’s 
Quad Activities went much better than expected. 

The events that we held for OOWOW were an 
Entrapment course, Survival game and pictures 
through a large gun barrel. The Entrapment course 
(inspired by the movie Entrapment starring Sean 
Connery and an Oscar-worthy Catherine Zeta Jones) 
was a section of Quad between some trees and a light 
pole, which we criss-crossed with red yarn to 
simulate laser beams. The Survival game (inspired by 
the reality-based summer smash hit Survivor) involved 
an 8x8 section of double-sided tiles that people 
flipped over to try to trap their opponents. The large 
gun barrel was used as a border to create 007ish 
Polaroid pictures of several university celebrities 
(including, but not limited to, President Rod Fraser, SU 
President Leslie Church, Macho Mike Zimmerman and 
Blazing Blair Miller), or anybody else that had a buck 
to spare. 


The prizes that we had were the biggest reason for 
people to get involved, but we needed to set the rules 
for prize giveaway earlier, inside of making them up 
ten minutes before starting. We gave away sling packs, 
CD holders, long-sleeved t-shirts, laundry bags, gift 
certificates and lots of cool stickers. To win the big 
prizes, participants had to play several games at the 
Survival game and trade in a small prize for the next 
level up when they won a game. Some very dedicated 


students walked away with some impressive goodies. 
When we had an excess of prizes, we would place a 
prize tile in a hidden location in the board. Whoever 
turned over that tile would win a specific prize. 

For these events, it was usually suitable to have three 
volunteers at a time, although two experienced and 
capable volunteers were sufficient. One person 
overseeing Survival and the prizing, and the other 
explaining Entrapment, or just running the course so 
that people became curious. The gun barrel was cool 
to have for cameo. Many people saw us having fun, 
and often asked questions about our largest 
promotional item, the giant olive, if only we had a giant 
martini glass to go along with it! 


Setup and cleanup both went very quickly, with 
Entrapment taking the most time.

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School 
punishes 
rugby club 
for near- 
fatal hazing

FREDERICTON (CUP) — The 
University of New Brunswick rep- 
rimanded its Ironmen rugby club 
last week after a hazing party left 
one player near death from alcohol 
poisoning. 

The Canadian Press reported 
last Thursday that the 17-year-old 
player, a UNB student, was found 
unconscious near the Fredericton 
campus on the night of 23 
September. He was rushed to hos- 
pital with a blood-alcohol level of 
0.52. 

Meanwhile, members of the 
rugby club were caught consuming 
alcohol on a well-lit soccer pitch. 

According to university officials, 
the club was holding a "rookie 
party.” 

The club’s punishment includes a 
week-long suspension—which has 
already been served—and a two- 
year probation. 

According to a statement from 
university president Elizabeth 
Parr-Johnston, “the practice of 
rookie parties, hazings, and initia- 
tion activities is wholly unaccept- 
able within the UNB community 
and will not be tolerated. 

"We have worked very hard over 
the past decade to eliminate such 
activities on both our campuses, in 
our residence communities, and in 
our orientation programs generally. 

“We consider our students ‘part- 
ners for life,’ and expect them to be 
treated—and to treat each other— 
with dignity and respect, caring 
and concern for each others’ well- 
being.” 

During the 26 September to 2 
October suspension period, the 
rugby club was not allowed to use 
any of UNB's facilities, and their 
games against UPEI on the week- 
end were forfeited. 

While on probation, any improper 
behaviour by the club, including 
use of alcohol, unsportsmanlike 
conduct, or rookie initiation with 
or without alcohol, may result in 
suspension of the club and/or its 
members for one calendar year. 

An investigation into the rugby 
club's activities is currently under- 
way. This investigation falls under 
the student disciplinary code and 
its remedies.

Bears hot to trot against Huskies

In their last exhibition game of 
the season, the Golden Bears will 
be invading Macklin, where they 
will take on the defending Canada 
West champion Saskatchewan 
Huskies. 

Coming off a sweep of the Brick 
Invitational, the Bears are prepar- 
ing to hit the road in what they 
expect to be one of the most chal- 
lenging games of the pre-season. 

The rivalry between 
Saskatchewan and Alberta has a 
long history, dating back to the 
1910/1914 series that began with a 
46-0 win by the Bears. Since then, 
Alberta leads the all-time series 
count 237-418-214. The rivalry can 
perhaps best be compared to the 
Oiler/Philadelphia battle of wills 
in the ‘80's, a competition of simi- 
larly-skilled opponents. 

"There's such as strong rivalry 
because our two teams are so 
evenly matched,” said Mike 
McGhan, a Bear forward. 

And the Bears are spoiling for a 
fight, despite the fact the regular 
season has yet to begin. 

“When you play a team like 
Saskatchewan, most of the guys 
playing [for the Huskies] are from 
Saskatchewan,” explained 
McGhan, who tops the pre-season 
scoring chart for the Bears. “And 
that's the thing about those 
Saskatchewan boys...they’re born 
with hockey sticks in their hands.” 

The Bears know it will be a hard 
game, but there is still uncertainty 
as to the specifics. 

“We haven't played against them 
yet this year," said Doug Strobl. 
“There are some key guys in their 
lineup that are gone, but the new 


ones are good, too. It’s going to be 
a battle.” 

And one big part of that battle 
will be the rough stuff, as Dave 
Myson pointed out. 

“They're one of the most physical 
teams in the league," said Myson. 
“When you play Saskatchewan, if 
you win the physical battles, you 
win the game. It's important to go 
out there and play like it's the reg- 
ular season.” 

The small rink size is an addi- 
tional test for the Bears, who are 
accustomed to the Clare Drake. 

"It helps [Saskatchewan] out," 
commented Russ Hewson, tourna- 
ment MVP for the Brick Invitational. 


“They're used to playing in that 
tight little barn...they seem to play- 
etter there than anywhere else.” 

But if there’s anything these two 
winning teams share, it is respect 
for each other: Saskatchewan has 
cheated the Bears in Canada West 
for the last three years, while 
the Bears have taken the national 
title. 

"There's a lot of respect both 
ways,” said Hewson. That's hockey 
geek-speak, meaning both will be 
trying to keep that respect by 
making the other work for the win. 

There's never a gimme against 
Saskatchewan, and the Bears know 
this weekend won't be a freeskate.

Lister Field will be the battle- 
ground for the second Canada 
West tournament of the season 
this weekend. It is shaping up 
once again to be a tight race as 
UBC and UVic fight to maintain 
their supremacy and the Pandas, 
Calgary and Manitoba struggle to 
keep pace. 

The Pandas have high expecta- 
tions after last tournament's disap- 
pointment. The team was unable to 
generate consistent offence against 
UVic and only tied U of CG, a 
team the Pandas must beat if they 
hope to make it to the National 
Championships again this year. 

“We have to beat U of C. They 
haven't beaten us in six years, 
tied us in three. We deserve to 


beat them,” rookie goalkeeper Sara - 


Houlihan explained. “We were sur- 
prised to tie them.” 

"The athletes felt pretty positive 
about their performance [last tour- 
nament], with the exception of the 
UVic game. They were fabulous 
against Manitoba,” head coach Dru 
Marshall added. 

This will be a crucial weekend 
for the Pandas, as they possess a 
key advantage by playing at home. 
With only three tournaments in the 
regular season, that extra bit of 
leverage can make the difference 
between winning and losing. 

Or, in the Pandas’ case against 
Calgary, winning and tying. 

"Hopefully we have some crowds 
[to support us]. U of C was up on 
us last time, so now we have the 
advantage," Houlihan remarked. 
“We're used to our own turf too. 
They have a dry, sticky turf, while 
ours is sand-based. 

“We also have a few new sys- 
tems and strategies for this coming 
weekend that'll be a surprise for 
the other teams. We're looking 


healthier for this weekend too." 

One of the biggest reasons to 
come watch the Pandas this week- 
end will be to see starting rookie 
goalkeeper Mandy Guttormson. 
She was on fire last tournament, 
making a number of game-saving 
saves, including two against 
Calgary. She'll need a similar per- 
formance this weekend if the team 
is going to succeed. 

“Mandy Guttormson was the best 
goalie there,” Marshall praised. "I 
was very impressed with her play 
and I thought her play gave our 
defence confidence." 

The Pandas play Manitoba on 
Friday at #pm, while they play 
the two BC powerhouses UBC and 
UVic at 44am and 3pm respectively 
on Saturday. They meet up with 
Calgary on Sunday at 14am. All 
games are at Lister Field, which is 
behind Lister Hall. 

"University field hockey in 
Canada West is the best in the 
country. It will be a real banger,” 
Marshall pronounced.

Complaints brought under the 
code are heard by the student 
disciplinary committee, which is 
chaired by a student and com- 
posed of representatives from the 
undergraduate and graduate stu- 
dent communities. The committee 
has the authority to recommend 
and impose a range of penalties 
including fines, restriction of social 
privileges, letters of apology and 
recommendations for suspension. 

In a statement to the Fredericton 
Daily Gleaner, Chris Stevenson, 
Dean of Kinesiology at UNB, said, 
"We will not tolerate any kind of 
hazing, particularly where. there 
is underage drinking involved. We 
operate by the same principles our 
varsity clubs operate under, which 
is no hazing. 

"[The club] transgressed our 
guidelines and our policies regard- 
ing the initiation and hazing of first- 
year players, and the fact that there 
was drinking by minors, which fur- 
ther compounds the problem. All 
I'm concerned about is the integ- 
rity of our sports club program.” 

Team coach Ian Johnstone is not 
believed to have been at the party 
and refused to comment. 
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Last time Chixdiggit was in town, the band dared everyone in the room to pull the lead singer’s finger. Maybe.

Calgary's Chixdiggit have been 
filling our stomachs with tasty 
sound snacks for some nine years 
now, and it’s evident the six-string- 
fed masses are still hungry. Come 
tonight's show at the Sidetrack, foot- 
tappers far and wide will be enjoy- 
ing yet another serving (Eggermonts 
claims it's their 608" show) of the 
band's popped up ADD (attention- 
deficit disorder) rock, but to 
co-originator and bassist Mike 
Eggermont, they're still set on 
exploring the globe. No less than 
two days after Edmonton's kids are 
sated, Chixdiggit heads for Europe. 

"Yeah, we were there last October 
last year," states Eggermont, from 
his Calgary pad, obviously trying to 
live down the effects of the band's 
just completed month long Eastern 
Canadian jaunt. Between ‘umm's 
and ‘ahh’s a brief explanation of 
the band’s forthcoming Euro-tour 
is found. Land in Hamburg. Leave 
from Poznan. Pioneer the East. 


With the conclusion of this tour 
making Chixdiggit some 36 shows 
and seven weeks more ragged, 
we can count our blessings that 
they're playing now and not later. 
Or indeed, maybe there will be no 
later: many a Western band has 
been pulled over by Polish border 
guards for possessing counter-rev- 
olutionary haircuts. 

More realistically, the band could 
be thrown into a Hungarian prison 
for what Eggermont claims to be 
“the more thought out” and “stron- 
ger” contents of their newly 
released disc, From Scene to 
Shining Scene, from which the 
majority of Chixdiggit’s set will 
be built around.

“It’s 
funny, because in one way it's 
really exciting, it's our tenth anni- 
versary, but the start of the band 
is so... (pausing mid-sentence he 
grasps for a descriptor) - little 
things here or there that it’s really 
hard to pinpoint what would be the 
exact start of the band." He finally 
manages to sum up their beginning 
as a "mucking around period,” and 
leaves it at that. 

Tonight's show is sure to be 
crammed full of post-mucking 
around fun from one of the goofiest 
globetrotting bands this side of 
Poznan.

Unlikely hero Dex, an overweight 
kindergarten teacher, gets laid on 
a regular basis because he under- 
stands all things Steve. 

Dex and his friends have taken 
the teachings of Lao-tzu and 
Groucho Marx and twisted them 
into~ a successful. strategy for 
dating. Their creation, The Tao of 
Steve, provides them with rule by 
rule guidelines to transform them 
from ordinary guys into charis- 
matic Steve McQueens. 

Steve is a lifestyle of greatness. 
Michael Jordan is a Steve. James 
Bond is a Steve. Spider-Man is 
Steve. Any man who fails to under- 
stand the power of Steve is a Stu. 
(Insert anonymous “loser” here as 
a good example.) Dex understands 
Steve, and thinks that all he needs 
is the power of his mind to be a 
babe magnet. 

We meet Dex (Donal Logue) at 
his college reunion where his 
former conquests gasp at his larger 
appearance. But even while obese 
he’s still “the man.” While picking 
up the bartender, he meets Syd, his 
ultimate motorcycle-riding dream 
girl. He tries to woo her with the 
powers of Steve, learning in the 
process that not all women fall to 
its power. 

Dex is also still the ultimate 
party animal, in the form of bongs, 
beer, poker games and motorcy- 
cles. He's a failure of a man, but 
everyone loves him. His under- 
standing of Steve makes him the 
guru of guys’ dreams. Dex makes 
conquest after conquest, while his 
unwise roommate fails. They teach 
him (and the audience) the Tao of 
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Steve, through drunken poker and 
games of Frisbee golf. 

According to the film, the Tao of 
Steve really works. The key is to 
never act desperate, do something 
excellent in front of your target, 
and then retreat.

You know, sooner or later some- 
one is going to make the perfect 
Hollywood film. It will be a film that 
flawlessly blends character with 
snappy dialogue without offending 
anyone. It will start at a point, 
introduce a conflict, and settle it 
before the viewer can realize how 
much money they've shelled out for 
a huge cup of ice-choked pop. The 
white male viewer aged 18-35 will 
walk out saying “Wow, that was an 
entirely self-contained romp! Now 
I can forget about it completely 
and concentrate on doing a good 
job at work!” Hollywood execu- 
tives will suddenly find themselves 
unemployed having created some- 
thing so perfect, the idea of making 
another film from the same for- 
mula would be pointless. 

It may appear by my sarcasm 
that I'm being hard on Meet the 
Parents. I actually found this film 
from Austin Powers director, Jay 
Roach, to have a certain charm, 
although it sticks to Hollywood for- 
mula like that weird mole to Enrico 
Iglesias’ face. 

The hermetically sealed plot 
revolves around Greg Focker (Ben 
Stiller), an urban male nurse with 
an unfortunate last name. He is 
about to propose to his girlfriend 
when he discovers he first has to 
gain the approval of her father, 
Jack Byrnes (Robert DeNiro). As 
soon as Greg steps into the Norman 
Rockwell painting that is the 
Byrnes home, he transforms into an 


instrument of chaos. The remain- 
der of the movie is spent showcas- 
ing the comedic talents of the film’s 
various stars. 

For the most part, the acting 
delivers as expected. Ben Stiller as 
Focker obviously enjoys the “little 
man” role. In addition to extraor- 
dinarily bad luck, Focker is con- 
stantly belittled in the film to the 
delight of DeNiro’s domineering 
father character. To visually rein- 
force this, the viewer is provided 
with numerous high-angle shots of 
the lone, small figure of Stiller. 

DeNiro does a capable job in a 
rather confining role, however, this 
is not the actor we're accustomed 
to. This is DeNiro Lite. I long for 
the cinematic days when he would 
laugh maniacally while watching 
Problem Child, or get punched in 
slow motion, or even hold his hand 
over a stove burner for prolonged 
periods of time. I hope this isn’t 
a trend that turns De Niro into 
the next Disney whore, a la Robin 
Williams. I used to think De Niro 
would frighten me every time he 
was on screen. Now, I’m just not so 
sure anymore. 

To round out the comedic talent 
in the movie, Owen Wilson makes a 
welcome cameo in this film as the 
rich ex-boyfriend. The Shanghai 
Noon star applies his own come- 
dic style of a character completely 
out of touch and uncool yet totally 
unaware. His brief appearance 
is definitely a high point of the 
movie. 

While director Jay Roach got the 
job done, it wouldn't have killed 
him to do something risky, or even 
just slightly different. My expecta- 
tions weren't that high going in, so 
I guess, nothing ventured, nothing 
gained. There are average highs 
and lows but the film is much 
like “meeting the parents’ for real; 
there are way too many uncomfort- 
able pauses.

Well, isn’t that cute: little kids 
running around dragging behind 
them a large piece of cloth, yelling 
in a language nobody understands, 
and oh, look, they fall down, while 
this somehow-relevant-to-every- 
thing-dialogue is muttered over top 
in a different language, different 
voice, subtitled for the linguisti- 
cally impaired. 

It's a masterpiece called Birds, 
Orphans, and Madmen, and it could 
only be by Juraj Jakubisko. 

In the 1960s, Czechoslovakia 
enjoyed a comeback into the wealth 
it had known in the late 1920s. As it 
had in the ‘20s, the country finally 
began to show a reasonable recov- 
ery from the devastation of WWI. 
During both periods, filmmaking 
had the chance to bloom, as the 
economy and society of the nation 
tried to imitate that of the US. 

During the "Prague Spring” (the 
latter part of the ‘60s), director 
Juraj Jakubisko made several films, 
including The Crucial Years, and 
Birds, Orphans, and Madmen, the 
latter of which is often considered 
his best. 

Birds, Orphans and Madmen fol- 
lows the lives of two war orphans, 
Yorick and Ondrej, as they try to 
survive in the destruction of a war- 
torn country. Filmed on 8mm stock, 


in the oldest parts of Bratislava, 
including inside the walls of one of 
the oldest castles surviving in east- 
ern Europe, the screen is awash 
with the imagination of Jakubisko 
as he tries to portray the madness 
and inevitable cruelty of WWII. 

The costume and sets are noth- 
ing short of fantastic in portraying 
the lives of these two men and 
the young waif (Martha) that they 
befriend. Contrasting love and ten- 
derness with destruction and vio- 
lence, the director portrays the 
devastation they take for granted 
with ease and tastefulness. 

As Ondrej makes a humble living 
as a photographer and writer, 
Yorick lives a life of squander and 
debauchery, spending the money 
his friend makes on booze and 
women. After a night of drinking, 
Yorick awakes to find that Ondrej 
has met a young and innocent 
friend in the night. Ondrej attempts 
to kick the young woman out, but 
when she grows ill, he complies 
with his friend's wishes. 

The film's strength lies in it's 
are beautiful and disturbing imag- 
ery that is above all else, surreal. 
Perhaps the best example of this is 
when a large pile of film is spread 
out on the ground and set on fire. It 
is a powerful and resonant visual. 

Made at the same time that 
Czechoslovakia became a state of 
the former USSR, Birds, Orphans 
and Madmen and Jakubisko's other 
films were banned. In fact, this film 
was not released until 1990, after 
the “Velvet Revolution” in which 
Czechoslovakia separated from the 
Soviet Union. 

Jakubisko went on to make two 


films during the Soviet rule, The 
Millennial Bee (41983), and The 
Feather Fairy (1985), which starred, 
among others, acclaimed film- 
maker Frederico Fellini. Fellini 
said of Jakubisko, "Not all of us 
have the eyes of Jakubisko, which 
allow us to perceive the miracu- 
lous, the unexpected and fantastic 
even in trivial everyday life.” One 
can assume that under the strict 
moral and social code of the former 
USSR that these films where not 
as imaginative as Jakubisko was 
capable of. In fact, in order for 
Jakubisko to continue make films 
under the regime at all, he had 
to do was publicly agree with the 
banning of his previous films. 

Because he feared the film was 
lost, Jakubisko made a remake of 
Birds, Orphans, and Madmen enti- 
tled, Sitting Pretty on a Branch 
(1989). Taking a lot of the original 
ideas from the previous film, he 
expanded both the visuals and 
script, and added a happier ending. 
This time, the heroes are Pepe and 
Prengel. The story follows their 
lives immediately after the war, in 
which Pepe is released from a con- 
centration camp and Prengel is a 
soldier returning from Italy. While 
the first was set in the late 1950s 
to early 1960s, the latter covers the 
period from directly after WWII up 
until the 1980s. While this movie 
is more political than the former 
and portrays a more honest view- 
point than one would suppose from 
a repressed filmmaker. 

Jakubisko’s brilliant contrast of 
the macabre and naiveté are suit- 
able reasons for checking out his 
films at the Metro.

With Years of Sadness, Mark
